The President's Message 


At the present time, we the people of the State of California are confronted with tremendous problems 
in the field of education on every level from the kindergarten through the university. 

Our terrific increase in the number of live births plus an influx into the state of more than one thou¬ 
sand new residents per day have compounded our problem greatly on the elementary and high school 
levels. The demands of industry and business for more and better training beyond high school; the 
multiplication of opportunities in the professional fields; the greater realization of high school graduates 
of the necessity for additional education, combined with the ever-increasing numbers, seem to present al¬ 
most insurmountable problems in the field of higher than high school type of education in this state. 

The public school system of California was organized in 18 50. By 1940 there were 1,000,000 stu¬ 
dents in all of our schools. The first million required 90 years. Thirteen years later, by 1953, the school 
enrollment had grown to 2,000,000, and the 3,000,000 mark will be reached in 1960, only’seven years 
later. 

The acceleration represented by this increase is terrific. Even though this rate of increase should 
not continue, the total number of young people who will be in our schools and colleges within the next ten 
years presents a staggering problem. 

The college enrollment in California by 1970 will be at least three times the present enrollment. The 
University of California and most of the State Colleges are filled to capacity at the present time, and 
although many new state and junior colleges will be built before 1970, the major portion of the increased 
enrollment will fall upon the junior colleges now operating. 

In addition to an increase of three, four or five times our present student body here at Santa Rosa, 
we will by that time have greatly expanded our offerings in all fields, and particularly in vocational 
work. About two-thirds of our students do not plan to go on to a university or four year college. These 
young people are interested in preparing themselves for employment in the semi-professional, technical or 
vocational fields. Some are being prepared at the present time but our offerings are far too limited and 
much more must be done. All of this means more housing, more equipment, and more faculty members 
all of which adds up to more, much more, money. 

Unless the people realize the urgency of the need; unless immediate and intelligent action is taken 
to provide for future increases, it is very possible that one or more complete generations will be deprived of 
the opportunity to get a college education. This is not an impossibility; on the contrary, it is a certainty 
unless we do something now to provide the necessary facilities. 

I would like to urge you young men and young women who are fortunate enough to have attended 
college at this time, when accommodations are available, though limited, for everyone, to think of future 
students. Your cooperation in the enlightenment of the people will be of great assistance and in addition 
will earn for you the eternal gratitude of future generations.
